Crippen became nervous and asked if 
they were medical officers. Dr. Stewart 
jreplied that he did not think so. A few 
| minutes later the pilot followed by the 
police officials, climbed up the rope jad- 
ger on the ship's rail onto the deck, 
and walked through the alleyway to 
the companion way leading to the 
promenade deck.

EW YORK, July 31--John G. 
N Carlisle, former Secretary of the 
Treasury, who had been critically 
for the past two days, died at his 
rtments in New York, at 10:50 to- 


night, of heart failure, accompanied 
by oedema of the lungs. 
An intestinal complaint of long 


standing which wore down his vitality, 
lay behind the technical fact of heart 
failure. He was attacked last spring 
by the same trouble, complicated by 
an ailment of the kidneys, and for a 
time hovered near death. 


THIS MAN’S HISTORY 


Mr. Carlisie’s career, while not. of 
the kind that will make his name fie- 
ure prominentiy in American history, 
has a peculiar interest for those who 
are fond of pointing out the great op- 
portunities open to American youth. 
Hié life has been divided into four 
periods, all of which, except the last, 
are not without a certain amount of 
lively action and even of dramatic 
intensity. 

Thirty-one years of struggling up- 
ward against comparative and at 
times absolute poverty, eight years of 
vigorous climbing, during which he 
could see success ahead, eighteen years 
of national prominence and of some 
considerable celebrity, if not out- 
right fame, and then tweive years of 
retirement to private life and the 
practice of law, which was the orig- 
inal ambition of his boyhood—such ‘4s 
the skeleton of the record of his work, 

His father was a farmer of Kenton 
county, Kentucky, and there the -tu- 
ture statesman was born September 
5, 1835. The family was large and all 
of it was required to do the work of 
the farmer, Jahn Included. Barly and 
late In all seasons of the year, Car- 
lisle the farm boy, jabored uncom- 
plainingly. With his heart set on get- 
ting an education, he found that hi 
father had not the means to gratify 
the son's wish and this fact perhaps

| MADRID, July 31.—Premier Canale- 
deseribes the recall! of Marquis de 
| Ojeda, the Spanish Ambassador to the 
| Vatican, as “an indefinite suspension of 
negotiations.” 

The Premier today made a state- 
ment bearing on the controversy be- 
tween the church and state, since the 
beg nning of the negotiations. 

“The moment I assumed power,” he 
said. “I opened aegotiations for a re- 
\duction of the religious orders. The 
Vatican replied, offering less than Was 
offered to Premier Maura. We were 
grievously disappointed, but pursued 
the issue in a spirit of great moder- 
ation. 

“Desiring to advaace the question 
without rupturing th. negotiations, we 
exercised our right of sovereignty by 
issuing decrees, compelling the orders 
to register under the law and author- 
izing different sections to display the 
emblems of *public worship. As the 
Vatican replied only with protests, we 
introduced a bill interdicting further 
orders until the revision of the con- 
cordat had been accomplished. 

“When the Vatican ordered the sus- 
pension of the decrees as a condition 
of the continuation of negotiations, the 
government, despite its desire to avoid 
a rupture, decided to consider the ne- 
gOtiations abortive and to proceed to 
carry out ita programme by decrees 
and explanation. The King approved 
our course. The situation will not re- 
tard the visit of his Majesty to Eng- 
land next week.” 

The Liberal newspapers enthusiastic- 
ally applaud the “virile, independent 
act of the government.” The repub- 
lican newspapers promise their sup- 
port and urge the government to pre 
swerve in its policy.

SCOTLAND YARD ACTIVE. 

| The clews of Scotland Yard gradually 
| began to encircle Dr. Crippen early in 
|July. Sir Melville MacNaughton, chief 
(of the criminal investigation depart- 

ment, took the matter personally in 
hand, and then for the first time ap- 
peared on the scene Inspector Dew. It 
was Dew who subjected Crippen to the 
ordeal of minute cross-examination. 
The doctor finally admitted that his 
wife had not gone to California, but 
asserted that she had run away as a 
result of family bickerings. 

The suavity of Crippen led the police 
to give conditional credit to his state 
ment, and they took his word of honor 
that he would remain subject to call 
until his story could be verified. 

This was on July 12. The next day 
Dr. Crippen and the pretty young typ- 
ist, Mies Leneve, disappeared, leaving 
n® trace of their whereabouts. The 
house at Hilldrop Crescent was hastily 
searched. This time Inspector Dew 
and his staff ransacked cellar and gar- 
ret. In the cellar, a misplaced brick 
led to a ghastly discovery. Beneath 
the floor was found the battered body 
of a human being. It had been placed 
in quicklime and was burned beyond 
recognition. Even the sex was unde- 
terminable by the doctors at first, al- 
though the body was finally established 


as that of a woman. 
WORLD-WIDE SEARCH. 
Immediately a search of almost 


world-wide scope began, at first in 
London and England, and then through 
France and Continental points, and 
finally to America Many false clews 
were followed to a fruitless end. Dr 
Crippen and his typist appeared to 
have vanished completely. 

Police descriptions were cabled 
throughout the world. One circum- 
stance of the flight proved to be most 
important; namely, Dr. Crippen pur- 
chased a suit of boys’ clothing, evi- 
dently to disguise his companion as a 
boy in their flight. 

The first real clew came on the 
sailing of the Canadian Pacific steam- 
er aieatrene from Antwerp on July 
20. A couple of strange appearance 
took hasty passage on the steamer 
two hours before it sailed. They gave 
the names of “Rev. John Robinson 
and John Robinson, Jr..” said to be 
father and son.

Meantime, the wireless had heen 
busy in furthering the work of de 
tection, so that the identity of the 
pair as Dr. Crippen and Miss Leneve 
became practically assured as the 
Montrose drew nearer the awaiting of-

OFFICIAL STATEMENT 
FROM SCOTLAND YARD. 


Shortly after the discovery of the 
body of Mrs. Crippen in the cellar of 


the house In Hilldrop-crescent, an offi- 
cial statement of the circumstances 
surrounding the case was issued by 


Scotland Yard as follows: 
“Mrs Cora Crippen, otherwise Belle 


Elmore, Mackamotski, an American 
lady and nvusic-hal! artist, was marrie; 
some years ago in New York to an 
American doctor named Hawley Har- 
vey Crippen, alias Peter Crippen, alias 
Franckel, who for some ‘years repre- 
sented Munyon'’s remedies in London, 
was connected with the Drouet Insti- 
tute, and has latterly carried on a den- 
tal business at Albion House, New Ox- 
ford street, as the Yale Tooth §pecial- 
ist. 

“Mrs. Crippen was a charming lady 
and was very popular in the 
‘hall world, and was secre- 
tary to the Music-Hall Ladies’ Guild. 
have been in England for sonn. 
years, and for the past four vears they 
have resided, apparently verv happily, 
at No. 39 Hilldrop-crescent, Camden- 
road 

“On February 2 last Crippen circu- 
lated the report: that Mrs. Crippen 
had jeft for America to transact busi- 
ness. Later on he said that he had re- 
ceived information from America that 
she was seriously i!! with pneumonia, 
and later atill, that she was dead and 
had been cremated near San Francisco, 
and that the ashes were on the way to 


im. 

“Although her friends were not sat- 
isfied with Crippen’s story they did 
not inform the police ‘until June 88. 
last, when a lady and gentleman friend 
of hers came to New Scotland-yard 
and gave information as to her myate- 
rious disappearance to Superintendent 
Porest and Chief Inepector Dew. 

“Every possible inquiry was made 
by the latter, who not being satiafied 
av to Mra. Crippen’s death interviewed 
Crippen, who admitted that all his for- 
mer stories were incorrect, and that 
he had a quarrel with his wife, who 
had gone away, saying that she should 
never see him again, and he believed 
she had gone to America. 

Crippen and Miss Le Neve, whom 
he had told people he had married, 
disappeared together. Chief Inspec- 
tor Dew, with Sergeant Mitchell, con- 
tinued the inquiry, made a thorough 
examination of the house and gar- 
den, and determined to make a stil! 
further examination of the garden and 
the house. 

“In making a close examination of 
the cellar and on probing the brick 
floor they found they could move 
the bricks in some parts easier than 
in others, and decided to dig the whole 


icellar up, with the result that the in- 


spector, after digging some little dis- 
tance down, came across what was 
evidently a portion of a human body.

Politically the Britishers are much divided on 


the subject in Ciecussion, and the 'ead‘ng politicians 


are at a loss which way to turn. If we were to go 
back to the time when the oath taken by British 


monarchs on their coronation was first written 


there would be no outspoken division among the 
Britishers. At that time the unwary person who 
raised even @ whisper against the form of the oath 
would have found himself mobbed or summarily 
mprisoned. 

The worid has since made some progress. That 


was about the time the thirty-nine articles of the « 


English church were written. These elaborate 


declarations of faith were about as much like the 
Christian creed as the Constitution of Oklahoma is 


like that of a sane American commonwealth. 


Anathema maranatha is written against a multi- 


tude of things still found in this very cxtended 


declaration of faith, today not only a dead 
letter, but openly attacked from the pulpits of the 
established church. The thirty-nine articles used 
to stand in the body of the American Book of Com- 
.mon Prayer, but are now thrust into tne back 
pages of the book, ready to be dropped at a 
moment's notice. 


What a terrible blast is raised in these articles 


against purgatory, prayers for the dead, the ven- 
eration of saints! In a multitude of temples be- 
longing to the Anglican communion all over the 
world today prayers for the dead are heard Sunday 
by Sunday. The saints are venerated in a devout 
manner, and the doctrine of a probationary period 
after death is taught by many non-conformists as 
wel! as by Anglicans, as widely as the sun circles 
the globe. 


With the very great changes politically and reli- 


giously that have taken place in the world, the 
maintenance of this coronation oath in English 
statesmanship is the most foolish clinging to a dead 
past. When the oath was framed the temporal 
power of the Pope of Rome was ,a potentiality in 
the political life of Europe. Today not a shred of 
temporal power is left to His Holiness. ‘ He is — 
merely the head of the hierarchy of a great church 
which spreads from the rising to the setting of the 
sun and from pole to pole. : 


The English people who worship according to the 


Roman missal are in all respects as loyal to the 
British government as any Anglican in the empire 
cr as any non-conformist or non-religious person. 


The members of the Roman Catholic church who 


are subjects of King George V aré. ‘a numerous, 
influential, law-abiding, intelligent and loyal people. 
They take part in the government and suppoit the 
government. They are found ,in hundreds in the 
ranks of the British army and on the ships of the 
British navy. They are engaged in all the indus- 
tries of the British empire, and are about as im- 
portant a- factor as any other religious body sub- 
jects of the King of England.

HURCH AND STATE IN SPAIN. 

Why this trouble in Spain? What's the con- 
troversy with the Vatican? And what's the Con- 
ecrdat, anyhow? 

Thege are some of the questions asked today by 
newspaper readers who are somewhat bewildered 
by big headlines over dispatches from Madrid and 
Rome suggesting that King Alfonso sits on a hot lid 
and Pretender Jaime is making it warmer for him. 


In the elevated language of the London Times, 
the difficulties between Spain and the Vatican are 
of two classes, between which it is necessary to 
make a clear distinction. One is the highly com- 
plicated question of internal administration in- 
volved by the necessary regulation of the status of 
the religious orders, the other is the broader ques- 
tion of progress toward the establishment of com- 
plete liberty of conscience and freedom of worship. 

In other words Spain, being centuries behind the 
times, is now engaged in solving problems. which 
more enlightened countries disposed of earlier. 


The Concordat, about which so much is heard, 
was signed on March 20, 1851. It’s musty and 
needs freshening up, which is what Sefior Canale- 
jas, the Spanish Premier, proposes to do to it. This 
Concordat rules the relations between Spain and 
the Vatican in spite of its having been interrupted 
by a couple of revolutions. Under it the religious 
orders flourish. Their numbers increased after 
the war with the United States and were further 
added to as a result of the measures of seculari- 
zation in France. So little restraint was put on 
the establishment of these orders that it is declared 
“impossible to know what number of monks and 
nuns exist in the country.” . 

Through these orders the clergy obtained an im- 
mense hold in the country, so much so that of late 
years the Republicans and part of the advanced 
liberals have made “Down with Clericalism” their 
war-cry and demanded, besides the reform of the 
constitution in regard to the free exercise of all 
cults, civil marriage and the secularization of the 
church. 

Sefior Canalejas recently showed a decided in- 
tention of separating the question of religious tol- 
erance, the regulation of which must be regarded 
as a prerogative of the civil power, from that of 
the status of the religious orders. Immediately he 
announced this policy the Spanish bishops signed a 
formal protest. He intimated that the Concordat 
must be reformed and took steps designed to make 
the Vatican move more speedily than it showed any 
desire to do, One of these steps was to secure from 
King Alfonso his signature to a royal decree per- 
mitting non-Catholic societies to display the in- 
signia of public worship. This, of course, 
the Pope considers offensive to the “sacred rights 
of the church” and it 1s difficult to see what other 
course the Vatican could take than to declare that | 
this decree must be withdrawn or negotiations look- 
ing to a revision of the Concordat cannot be con- 
tinued. On the vuther hand the Spanish crown 
cannot very well recede from the position which it 
has taken. The Vatican undoubtedly is playing a 
losing game, but it is doing so with dignity. 

As to the reports that the kingdom is in danger, 
not much stock need be placed in them. The Car- 
lists, of course, have hastened to throw themselves 
on the side of the church, hoping that they may 
climb to the throne upon the shoulders of the Vati- 
can. The Cartist peasants, ignorant and warm- 
hearted, can te easily stirred up, but it is certain 


“that just as quickly an uprising could be put down 


by the authorities. 


INCHOT ABSURDITIES. 

A pitiful attempt was made the other day by 
an afternoon apologist for “Our Giff.” Pinchot to 
prove that by his wonderfu] system fire losses in 
the United States’ forests have been reduced to a 
minimum. Commenting on 4 report from British 
Columbia that recent forest fires there have caused 
a loss of not less than $1,500,000, the twilight twit- 
terer said: “We do not escape such visitations this 
side of the border, but the admirable service or- 
ganized by Mr. Pinchot, who was dismissed that 
Ballinger might be protected,’ has reduced such 
losses to a minimum.” 

As a matter of fact the forest fires which oc- 
curred in the States of Washington, Idaho and 
Montana at the same time that districts in British 
Columbia were devastated, caused greater injury 
on this side of the line than was done in the Brit- 
ish area. So terrible was the visitation that the 
Spokane Spokesman-Review has a speaking cartoon 
representing a forest fire and showing Uncle Sam 
mournfully trying to comfort a woman whose home 
has been destroyed. The title of the cartoon is 
“The Tragedy of the Northwest.” 

To come nearer home we find that notices have 
been conspicuously placed in the Los Angeles post- 
offices of late calling attention to the fact that Cal- 
ifornia loses 100,000,000 feet of timber every year 
through forest fires. These notices are signed by 
the State Forester. In the light of these facts there

People are worried about the high 
price of things to eat. They will be 
interested, then, to know that the ex- 
periments to be made by the diet box 
will teach them how they may live 
better at a cheaper rate. To house- 
wives especially will the facts obtained 
be useful. For, after all, they are the 
home workers; the household is their 
workshop, and the domestic kitchen is 
merely a diet box on a large scale. 

Knowledge, such as the diet box af- 
fords, will give them more leisure and 
an easier time. One reason why the 
government has gone into this inguiry 
is that girls nowadays have no chance 
\to learn the domestic arts at home as 
they could 4ifty years ago, say, when 
methods of living were less complex. 
But what the experts propose particu- 
larly to teach is the science back of the 
art-—-the true theory that lies behind 
the “know how.” 

MAN'S HOME FOR A WEEK. 

The diet box is a machine for aacer- 
taining the exact value of any kind of 
food as a producer of energy. A man 
is put in it, and lives in it for a week 
or a fortnight. He sleeps in it, and is 
not allowed to leave it day or night.

As 
far as possible he is made comfort- 
able, with a folding bed, a little table 
and a chair. A telephone enabies him

Even while the man is fast asleep, 
he is using energy for breathing, for 
his heart-pump, etc., and this energy 
is exactly measured, in terms of heat, 
by the thermometers outside. But it 
ls easy enough to ascertain by the 
same means the amount of energy con- 
sumed by a human being hard at work. 
If a woman, for example, were put in- 
to the box, and spent half an hour 
sweeping the floor, the apparatus would 
show exactly how much energy she 
expended in the operation. Or, if pre- 
ferred, she might run a sewing ma- 
chine. Before long, in just this way, 
it will be ascertained what a wotiian 
power is—a thing at present unknown. 
It wil] be interesting to know what 
is the relation between a woman pow- 
er and a man power. 

ENERGY FOR MUSCULAR WORK. 

An ingenious method adopted for de- 
termining the amount of energy ex- 
pended in muscular work is to put in- 
to the box a stationary bicycle, on 
which the occupant is mounted. It 
has no front wheel, and the rear wheel 
revolves in such a way that its rim 
passes between the armatures of an 
electro magnet. 

From what has already been said it 
will be understood that, in order to 
find out the amount of energy obtain- 
able by the human body from any kind 
of food, it is necessary merely to feed 
that particular food to a person snut 
up in the diet box, and measure the 
heat given off by his body. One of 
the latter relates to the food values 
of meat of different kinds and of dif- 
ferent “cuts” prepared in various ways 
—a& question of much importance just 
now in economical household manage- 
ment. A special study is to be made of 
the digestibility Of cheese made by va- 
rious processes and cured in various 
lengths of time. 

While the experiments are in prog- 
ress, an observer, stationed at a desk 
Outside the box, watches the electric 
thermometers and the other automatic 
instruments. The water vapor and 
carbonic acid £48 given off by the 
body of the occupant are measured, 
as well as the amount of oxygen con- 
sumed. Fresh Oxygen i« contributed 
from a tank to the current of air 
that is kept flowing through the box,

PORTERVILLE, July 31..— Another 
echo of the recent internal dissensions 
in the Tulare County Citrus Fruit Ex- 
change is heard in the recently-an- 
nounced decision of the Lindsay Fruit 
Association to organize an exchange of 
its own. This decision was embodied in 
a motion made at a meeting of the as- 
sociation held yesterday.
